When disk space is tight, PowerpackerMp^ 
squeeze on those few extra bytes of informa- 
tion It performs special compression 
algorithms on any files, and can reduce their 
size by up to 50%, There are full documents 
on the disk, but here's a few tips to get you 
started: 

Powerpsckerl^ capable of compressing two 
types of file: executable/ mnnahle pmgrams 
and data files. Executable programs are those 
which load by simply typing their name from 
CLI, and includes things such as most C direc- 
tor^f commands, D-Paint^Vc. Data files are 
simply lists of binary data such as D-Pmt 
screens, word proces&or saves etc 

Before you can com pre &s a file you must t&li 
Powerpacker which type you^re trying to 
crunch. This is done via th& Prefs menu, where 
you can specify Co mm and or Data File. 

Also in the Prefs menu is the Efficiency 
option where you can specify how much 
compression Powerpackef m^n]pts to gen- 
erate. Although Best results in the highest 
compression rates, it also takes the longest 
time to perform. 

For most purposes, this is all you'll need 
to know. Just load a tile and it will automati- 
cally be compressed. When it's finished 
processing a file, PowBrpacker^me^ how 
much compression it's achieved. 11 you're 
satisfied, you can save the file, which auto- 
matically has the characters .pp added to the 
end of the file name. 

Powerpackerc^ri aiso be used for decom- 
pressing files which have already been 
processed previously. Many of the menu 
options will be of little interest to casual 
users, but they are fully explair^ed in the don:- 
uments which can be accessed via the Cover 
disk does menu (F9}.

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LONGSAMPLE 

This easy to use program enables the user to 
create an auto- booting disk, complete with 
two-colouf intfo picture, which plays consec- 
utive samples straight from disk. 
Furthermore, it plays them so quickly after 
each other, that they can appear to be one 
continuous tune if they're sampled carefully 
enough. 

All you need is a selection of samples, a 
Nank, formatted disk and a two-colour jntro 
screen (fo-res). Once Longsampte has loaded, 
select ^Wrjte Boot/Own Boot' from the Disk 
menu. At tlie file-name prompt type LSBoot 
and press return. After a few moments the 
tK30t will have loaded and youll be prompted 
to insert your blank disk. If you Ve correctly 
followed the on-screen prompts, the boot will 
be installed on your disk. 

Select Write Graphics' from the Disk 
menu. This will write the picture to your sam- 
ple disk. 

All that remains is to add the samples 
themselves, which is done by selecting Write 
Samples' from the Disk menu. This time 
you'lf be prompted to enter the name of a 
sample, which wilf be loaded into memory. 
The computer will continue to request sam- 
ple names until it has enough to write to the 
disk.

CRYPWrOR 

If you have ambitions to be a spy. or simply 
have data which you need to keep from pry- 
ing eyes, Cryptatoft for you.

This just-for-fun program takes you back to 
the days when loon pants were all the rage, 
yoM could still win a Gonk at the fair and 
everyone owned an Etch-a-sketch board. 

This tribute to those heady bygone days 
faithfully reproduces the Etch-a-sketch 
machine which was so popular Simply press 
fire to begin, then, using the joystick, draw to 
your heart's content. It may seem primitive, 
but it's ideal for younger children and, don't 
forget, you re reliving history! Incidentally, 
once the screen becomes too messy, press- 
ing fire will clean it up for you. Vou don't 
have to shake the monitor! 

KEYMAP ED 

Some time ago a utility called Setkeyms 
released which allowed the user to define 
their own key maps for use in menus or pro- 
grams. Unfortunately, the program had one 
major bug which defeated a lot of users. 
Ksym^p is an updated program which per- 
forms the same function, minus the bugs! 

As you load up. a requester appears which 
offers the user the opportunity to load a 
key map. If you select GB, youll have the 



opportunity to see the keymap used for the 
Coverdisk menu. Once it's loaded, you'll be 
presented with a picture representing the 
keyboard. If youVe using a European Amiga, 
you should immediately set the keyboard to ■ 
reti ect th i s via t h e Lay o ut men u . 

By clicking on the F1 key on the screen, a 
box appears showing the current definitions 
for that key. Under the section headed " 
'Alone' you'll see the following: 
clsVrppanim\x20zebra.anini\r This is the 
command seqfuence used to load and ani- 
mate the Real Things Zebra. If you were to 
type the same command from C LI it would 
look like this: CIS <return> ppanim 
Zebra.anim <retum> 

Two special character sequences are 
used in the key definition; \r which is equiva- 
lent to pressing return, and \x20 which rs 
equivilent to pressing space. 

Once a keymap is defined, it should be 
saved in the Devs/Keymaps directory from 
where it can be activated with the command 
setmap nx. (xxx is the name given to the 
keymap). There are full documents on the 
disk, and you Ye advised to read them before 
you attempt to create too many key maps. 

FONTS 

The final tools on the disk are twelve superb 
fonts which can be used with any graphics 
package. 

They're located in the Fonts directory, 
and can be accessed directly with D-P3int III 
and M/. If your art package doesn't allow you 
to load additional fonts, simply go into CLl 
before you load your package and type 
Assign Fonts; CU241 :Fonts. When you pro- 
ceed to load the package, it should 
automatically request the CU coverdisk for 
all of its fonts.

It's not often that CU Amiga gives its dearly beioved pages to guest 
writers - but what better way to see in the New Year, and the sale of 
80, 000 new Amigas than an address by Commodore MD, $teve Franiclin? 

Hi 



l^^^hristmas may well be over for 
'B^another year, but there is one 
^^more celebration left before the 
new year takes hold. One more celebration, 
that IS, for Amiga owners as their numbers 
pass the one million mark in the UK, and 
1992 is set to be a magical year for the 
Amiga. Most ot this magic will stem from 
hard work which went into-lasl year, which 
saw major landmarks established: the 
launch of the Amiga CD-TV, the new Amfga 
500 P, and the Amiga's unquestioned domi- 
nance of the home computer market. 

The most tangible proof of this domi- 
nance lies with the Christmas poll of fifty 
top inctependent computer retailers. When 
asked what they thought would be the 
biggest soiling computer this Christmas, an 
astonishing 96% replied in favour of the 
Amiga - the remaining: 4% plumped for the 
C64. All this success means more choice 
for Amiga owners, more software, peripher- 
als, sales outlets, and innovation. Already 
established as the first choice for publish- 



ers. Amiga titles will continue to be brought 
to market first, benefiting from development 
on and (or the Amiga. These developments 
will then be passed on - as witnessed by 
the introduction of the A500P in October 
last year. As the first major revision of the 
Operating System tor three years ^ the 
specuialion over incompatible software has 
proved totally unfounded 

All major software publishers endorse 
tm new format, and have been developing 
software for the new machine for the past 
18 months- In fact, the only people to have 
been less than impressed' with the new 
Amiga were those with stocks of delisted 
and old budget games on their hands.

Professionally, Amigas are pioneering the 
market for multimedia, and are becoming 
accepted as a high quality workstation, set- 
ting the standards for professional music 
and video production for some years to 
come. Clearly, the Amiga is not a toy. 
We're proud that it i? universally heralded 
as the best games computer - but ttiat"s 
only where the story starts.

From this early beginnings, Itiey went on to build 4Jp their present massive user-hase 
which makes the Amiga s world-wide user-base of 3 million look a bit wee. However, since the 
AniFQ^ only really stai1e[t takirtg off last year, thal's not as small as it may seem.

With Commcidoro curr«ntlv working on more eompact cir- 
cyit boards, tb^ price for further expdnsiofi boards and accelerator boards 
should fall as well, making th$ Amiga ew#n better iialue for mon^y. In addi- 
tiohp by the end of the yearp I'd expact the CD-TV unit to b« reduced to the 
Caes mark, especially with the Imminent release of Commodore's dedicated 
CD-ROM drive. Other drives should start to appear soon, too, making them 
more affordable for the home yser, and if the likes of Ocean and U.S. Gold 
aren't already working on titlas (rumour has it that U.S. G are currently 
thinking *rf releasing Kev Dulmer's Legend Of l^aiouron tha CD format) then 
by the and of next year they almost certainly will be.

flowed well.' Just how controllable is 
Guy? ^Depending on the scene, the 
player can control hrm using whatever 
options are relevant during each scene.

In truth, there 
are very few chances lo 
make 'aJternative' decisions, 
but the idea is a nice one and 
will hopefully be exploited fur- 
ther in Dynamic's next 
release. 

As with the company's 
previous foray with thiis sys- 
lem. Rise of the Dragon, 
HOC connes as a IMb-only 
game spanning an astound- 
ing nine disks. Unfortunatelyp 
single-drive users will find 
themselves swapping disks 
liike there's no tomorrow and 



this interrupts the flow of the 
game enormously. Even 

with a hard drive, 
access time is far 
from quick, but is a 
vast improvement 
nonetheless. 

Playing the 
game is simplicity 
itself, as the inter- 
face is a joy to use. 
All usable objects can 
be dragged around the 
screen, and icons at the bot- 
tom of the screen act as 
inventories. Clicking on 
Jake's portrait brings up 
either a quick inventory - 
which is used for manipulat- 
ing objects - or the main 
screen, which also includes a 
large shot ol the character. 
This allows you to wear items 
of clothing (important when 



infiltrating the palace) or 
activate weapons, 

and so on. This 
may limit the 
numbers of 
actions you 
can perform 
{even more so 
than Sierra's 
SCI interface) 
but, on the plus 
side, it makes 
playing the game con- 
siderably easier. 

The period flavour of HOC 
is its strongest aspect, along 
with the Indiana Jones plot - 
although the pseudo- mystical 
and religious overtones are 
thankfully missing.

The graphical style works 
much better here than in Rise 
of the Dragon, and from the 
intro sequence to the finale 
the game is a wonder to 
behold.

The majority of flight sim- 
ulations have you 
whizzing around at 
excessive speeds blowing 
things up with your state-of- 
the-art war-pEane. Now. from 
German- based Thai ion, 
comes a proper' flight sim 
where you swap missiSes for 
passengers and military 
fatigues for a pilot's cap. 

As the Captain of a pas- 
senger plane, there's more to 
Airbus than just pulling the 
yoke and playing with the 
throttle. The first step on any 
journey is to plot the course, 
and to do this you need to 
input your destination, calcu- 
late how much fuel is 
required for the flight, and 
what route to take. However^ 
before you even start the 
engines, cateulations based 
on the cloud base, difference 
in air pressure and weather 
have to t>e entered to cali- 
brate the plane's computer. 



A320ooz^s accuracy and 
Thai ion claim that anyone 
who can pilot their computer 
version js ready for the real 
thing. Included in the pack- 
age is a map featuring 
international low-altitude 
routes, approach coordi- 
nates, restricted air-space 
and flight routes. This reveals 
the complexity of the sim per- 
fectly and the incredible 
detail it contains. Most of the 
controls are based around 
the mouse, but the keyboard 
comes into play for the 
engines and occasional navi- 
gation functions. Surprisingly, 
though, these simplify what 
could be a very difficult land- 
ing process. 

Basically, Airbus's action 
is limited to taking-off . land- 
ing and pointing the plane in 
the right direction. This may 
sound a bit harsh, but the 
real skill comes in navigating 
and working the flight details 



before you take-off. 
Navigating is a complicated 
process which requires lock- 
ing onto a beacon and 
planning your course to avoid 
other flights, bad weather 
and mountains. Once this is 
mastered you can graduate 
from training mode and take 
on a plane load of passen- 
gers.

Inave traditionally con- 
cerned themselves with 
inierstellar conflict, and 
Mindc raft's Rules of 
Engagefnent is no exception. 
By the 24th century ^ the 
Federated Worlds have 
grown, expanding through 
known space, and are now 
meeting hostile resistance 
from a mish-mash of alien 
races and rebel forces.

There are two important things to note about Fighter 
Commsna. First, its set in the Middle East in modern 
times, second it is a strategic representation of an air war 
-don t expect the aircraft sim hinted at on the packaging. 

This Is not to suggest that Fighter Command has little depth. 
The challenge of running an air campaign should stretch most 
people, particulanly when there is as much to do m there is in 
this game. 

Begin by selecting a scenario. There are 28 possible set- 
ups ranging ffom conflict between small states like the United 
Arab Emirates and Kuwait, historical battles like the 1973 Yom 
Kippur war, and a fuli-soale Gujf War scenario embroiling 
everyone. 

The action unfolds over a series of maps. A strategic map 
c?epicls the entire region, and a small cursor square can be 
clicked on to take you into a radar representation of the rele- 
vanl area. This gives a tactical view of the playing zone with a 




variety of coloured dots denoting cities, bases, units, civil and 
military installations and. most importantly, the air traffic. By 
the time you're embroiled in a major conflict, the screen is a 
mass of multi -00 loured lines and dots which should confuse 
anyone without air-traffic controller's qualifications. 

A satellite map gives a smaller, detailed area that shows 
what's on and above the terrain; nevertheless, most of the 
action unfolds on the radar screen. However, this is limited 
by the range of your sweep, so one of the first things you'll 
need to do is send out an AWAC aircraft to increase your 
information. 

The key to Fighter Command is careful resource rtianage- 
ment, because not only are your various aircraft limited, but 
so are your supplies.

To 
complicate m alters ^ the climate is unsta- 
ble and you only have a limited amount 
of energy which must be replenished by 
growing vegetables to eat or discovering 



little life-giving hearts. 

Much of the work you have to do in 
the garden involves you using objects 
found in the shed and the greenhouse. 
The gnome can store useful implements 
in his pockets, anything in fact, from 
trowels through seeds, lawn m owe rSp 
watering cans and gardening fort^. 
There are also objects which stop him 
losing energy too rapidly, such as an 
umbrella when it's raining and slippers 
when it turns cold. Both the greenhouse 
and the shed need a regulated tempera- 
ture, which involves getting a generator 
up and running and repairing broken 
windows in the greenhouse. 



There are less obvious areas of the 
garden to explore including the outdoor 
lavatory, a hollow tree stump and a 
magic well which leads to a maze of 
tunnels.

landing party. Then keep this person as 
the 'banker' throughout the game. If you 
use another guy to hold all the keys, not 
only will this save carrying space, but 
you 11 bo able to keep track of all useful 
objects quickly. 

Always collect loads of food, as it is 
essential for keeping your party alive - 
it s also necessary if you are to survive 
journeys to the further islands. Also, 
make sure that members of the crew left 
on the boat have food, too. Keep an eye 
on the party s health stats at all times for 
an early warning of hunger or a danger- 
ous loss of energy. 

If it isn't possible to translate a scroll 
with your current members, DO NT 
chuck them away- All the scrolls will 
prove useful, and the one you throw 
away may be the extremely useful 
'Reincarnation' scroll which can breathe 
new life into a dead hero. If you have 
several of one kind of scroll (lots of trap 
disarms, for instance), either leave 
some on the ship or discard them if 
really necessary. Additionally, if any of 
the weapons you are carrying are sur- 
plus (do you really need two swords?), 
don't hesitate to drop the weaker ones.

Only start a fight if your party's health is 
up to it. This is especially trt4e of 
Heimdall as he is the most capable 
character and his loss can wreck your 
mission instantly.

Those of you who were unfortunate 
owners of an ST, before upgrading to 
an Amiga, might remember an oid 
Telecomsoft game based on the cult 
'60s sci-fi show, Star Trek. Written by 
1\4(ke Singleton, the game featured 
digitised images of all the principle 
crew members with an easy point- 
and-click system used to access the 
various ship systems. By clicking 
onto each character, a variety of con- 
trols were uncovered. For example, 
by clicking onto McCoy the medical 
facilities of sickbay were at your dis- 
posal and clicking onto Sulu let you 
set the course and destination of the 
Enterprise. The game never made it 
onto the Amiga as Telecomsoft 
folded and the license to Star Trek was lost. 

Obviously, Eric Qustafson was quite a fan of the ST Star Trek game as he's taken 
the bones of the original and designed his own Amiga version of the game. 
Everythings there, including the digitised opening sequence from the show and all 
the sampled sound effects which run throughout the game. The three-disk game 
puts you in control of the Enterprise as you undertake another five year mission, this 
time to recover vital Federation information which has been stolen and secreted 
somewhere in the galaxy. By guiding the Enterprise around the various star sys- 
tems, it's possible to visit the various planets and search for vital clues to the 
information's whereabouts. Although this game has been on the PD circuit for a 
number of years, it's still terrific stuff and one of the best-selling PD games ever!

Hard drive owners will be aware of how tedious it is to make baGl<'Up copies of all 
data on their drives, especially if thgy have a high storage capacity. Fortunately, 
there are a number of utilities which can make life easier, and many of them are 
grouped together on this disk. 

When you make a back-up of your hard drive, you don't want to copy files that 
have already been saved earlier. By using the Date option of pfograms such as 
MRBack-up and Kwik back-up, you carr specify only files created after a certain 
date for duplication. Also included are Fixdisk and Sectorama, programs which are 
invaJuable in helping the user to recover damaged or lost data from either a floppy 
or hard disk, 

Bringing up the rear are DiskPerf, FMSDisk and ClickDOS. ClickDOS is a file 
copier and mover similar to SID and Diskmaster. although somewhat mofe primi- 
tive. FMSDisk and DiskPerf help tc improve the performance of your hard drive, 
although they're definitely not tools for the beginner. Overall, a very handy disk 
which may be worth hundreds of pounds to hard drive owners

GREAT VALUE 

Manif Amiga users have discovered 
what superb value for niDney ttie Canon 
BJ-1 Oe represents, with its near-laser 
print quality and relatively cheap price 
tag. Now the printer is even more pow- 
ertul thanks to a company called 
System Insight They produce a colour 
kit which allows it to print colour pictures 
which are superior to those of printers 
costing five times the price. 

Because each screen must be 
coloured four times, full colour printing 
Is only available using the optional ASF- 
6410 auto sheet -feed &r- one for each of 



thd four primary colours. Therefore, it's 
essential that the page is fined up 

exactly each time it's fed through the 
printer. Unfortunately, it's not possible to 
achieve the required degree of precision 
feeding the paper by hand. 

A MESSY BUSINESS 

The colour kits are available in two con- 
figurations. For owners who already 
have a few empty BJ-1 Oe ink cartridges, 
a refill kit will suffice, which allows the 
user to fill the old cartridges with 
coloured ink. This kit includes cleaning 
solution so that excess black ink can be

removed from the carts before filling. 
Gloves are also supplied so that you 
donl have to get ink on your hands! 
Refining old oartridges. though, is an 
arduous task, which involves pumping 
cleaning fluid and then air through them 
until all the ink-stained fluid has been 
elected. On the downside, I discovered 
that the dried ink inside oW black car- 
tridges seems to re -dissolve after a 
couple of weeks, staining the coloured 
ink now in the cartridge. 

Alternatively, colour kits can be pur- 
chased supplying already-filled 
coloured ink cartridges. I recommend 
buying your first like this, but if money's 
a bit tight, at least buy a yellow car- 
tridge as a freshly-cleaned cartridge 
may still contain spots of black which 
taints yellow the most,.

HOW IT WORKS 

Printing on the BJ-10e is acini e-ved using 
the same technique as commercial 
colour printers employ,. A full colour 
image is created using cyan, magenta, 
yellow and black separations of the 
screen to be printed. These must first be 
converted to shades of grey, and printed 
using the Grey Scale option of an art 
package. Each separation is printed, 
using the appropriately-coloured ink, 
and it's the collective effect of these that 
creates a full colour image. 
Unfortunately, this is a very time and 
labour-intensive process, but for limited 
use^ the results more than justify the 
effort. 



VERY SPECIAL 

The BJ-1 Oe can print at a resolution of 
360x360 dots per inch (DPI), which is 60 
DPI higher than most laser printers. This 
means that it's capable of greater sub- 
tlety of shading, and can produce a 
resolution of colour mixing that leaves 
all other home printers dead. Even the 
ever- popular Hewlett Packard Paint Jet 
is only capable of a resolution of 
180x160, 

The kits cost £14.95 for a pack con- 
taining two bottles of a single ink colour. 
Also included is a plastic glove and a 
bottle of cleaning fluid Alternately, you 
can buy a kit containing ail three colours 
for £39,95.

SEPARATIONS 

Tiie first stage involves generating the 
four colour separated screens that jfou ll 
need to print later. Every image, regard- 
less of its complexity, or the number of 
colours it uses, can be broken down into 
four basic colour constituents: black, 
cyan, magenta and yellow. 

Different colours are created by mix- 
ing these four elements in varying 
amounts. For example, shades of green 
are created by mixing amounts of cyan 
and yellow together, whereas orange is 
created using magenta and yellow. 
Although you can calculate the colour 
separations yourself, it's far easier to 
use image processing software such as 
Fl&xidump 10 generate the images. 
Simply load the required screen into 
Fl^xfdump and select 'Separation' from 
the 'Options' menu, A number of sepa- 
ration types are available, but the one 
you'll need is called YMCK. Click on one 
of the letters to create a single separa- 
tion, ie Yfor a Yellow separation. I donl 
know why but K=Black''"Grey.

GREY DAYS 

For the next step, you'll need to convert 
your sixteen shade colour separation. 
into a siKteen-shade grey scale ifnage 

When you come to print your separa- 
tions, you II be printing using the grey 
scale option of your art package. Using 
ttiis option, the computer converts all 
colours into a brightness value, which it 
then translates into one of sixteen 
shades of grey. It then sends this grey 
image to the printer, ff you tried to print 
coloured separations without converting 
them to grey scale, bright separations 
such as yellow would all be translated 
into light shades of grey for the printer s 
purposes. 

If you own Fisxidump, you can easily 
convert coloured screens into grey 
scale ones. Load your image and select 
'Balance' from the 'Options' menu and a 
box will appear containing six sliders. 
Select the Saturation' slider and move 
it down as far as it will go (-1 5), then 
click on 'Draw' and close the box. Your 
image is now in grey, so save it ready 
for phnting. 

If you don't own Ft&xidump, you can 
still convert your pictures into grey scale 
using DPaint, it just takes a bit longer.

^ colour in the palette that ^ou wish to 
convert to grey scale, and look at the 
positions of the RGB sliders. You'll find 
that one of them is adjusted whi(st the 
other two remain set at fifteen. All you 
have to do to convert a colour to its 
grey scale equivalent, is move the other 
two sliders until they're level with the 
odd one out. Then save the screen for 
later use. 

Once you've converted all three of 
your colour separations to grey scale 
images, you're ready to pnnt 
Incidentally, the fourth separation 
(black} is afready in grey scale format 
and doesn't need converting. Ail that 
remains is to make the four prints. 
There are a number of ways that you 
can approach the order in which you 
print the colours. If you're using ribbon, 
it's probably wise to print the yellow and 
magenta separations first because the 
ribbons may become stained if you print 
them on top of darker colours. 

If you're using a bubble jet printer, 
you ought to print your separations 
according to which require the least 
phnting. The more white on a screen, 
the less ink needs to be squirted onto 
the page. Better results are achieved if 
you print the least ink- intensive screens 
first. Good luck!

TIPS Even twilh a sheet feeder Jt can soinetimes be difficult to line up IFie paper exadlf 
after the lirst print. This is due to the paper stretching as tha wet ink loosens the wood fibret 
There are a number of ways to reduce this elkct: 

1 . Print the separations with the least detail first so that the paper doesnl become ink^ 
logged too early, 

2. Use a heavier weight o1 paper which is less prone to stretching. I preler cartridge paper 
because it also holds the ink better and procTu^es more even colouring 

3 . Ensure that the paper is lolly seated into the sheet feeder each time liy grippini it firmlf 
at the lop and pushing downwards. 

4 After a (couple of prints, the edges of ihe paper can become dog-eared. Make sure that 
you smooth the paper out before feeding it inlo the printer. 

5. Make sure that the paper guide on the sheet leeder is pressed as i^lose la the edges of 
ihe paper as possible. This reiuces the possibility of the pap^r 'wobbling' as Its fed IhrougJi 
Iha printer. 

¥du may also find that your images come out very dark once printed, and this is usually 
due 1o the lilack element of the process. You can easily adjust the colour balance ol a picture 
using DPaint To reduc^e the amount of black, and therefore lighten the printed Image, Id^i 
the l^lack separation into DPmt^nii call up the palette hy pressing 'P\ Select any shade Df 
grey, then lift the S' slider by three positions. Repeat ibis process lor every colour in M 
palelle, and save the screen. Your screens will now appear much lighter when printed.

FUN SCHOOl 4: Ff VI AND UNDER 

This package covers four areas of learning: Numerical exercises that 
attempt to introduce numbers up to nine, the addition of numbers that 
involve counting exercises aas well as addition as abstracts i e 5+2 = ? 
and a drawing package, The latter program is especfally ' 
useful in promoting hand/eye co-ordination and invoJving 
I keys, reading and colour recognition exercises. Each 
subject IS introduced in games whicfi use a Teddy Bear 
as their central motif and character. 

ADDITION 

The first game has Teddyf in a nursery school where he's 
shown up to nine objects on a blackboard and must choose 
a_number corresponding to the objects on display. 
Each correct answer allows one of the Teddy Bear 
nursery school's inmates to escape to the play 
ground. Nice to see that some traditional school 
values remain u n changed . 

Level two introduces simple addition. As the addi- 
tion rs done in symbols (two frogs plus two balls), the answer 
can be obtained by counting and, if compfeted correctly the 
nextlevel sees the removal of the symbols so that you have 
to work in the more abstract concept of numbers, 

TIDDY PAINT

TEDDY'S KARAOKi 

I'm afraid that Karaoke is spreading 
everywhere and even chfldren s soft^ 

ware is unsafe from the embarassing 
pastime. Unfortunately, nursery rhymes 
are exceflent things to use to aid reading 
- children can learn the words to a song 
witti ease and a bouncing balf moves 
thenn through the words of the song. 
This is an excellent and speedy form of 
word familiarisation and possibly the 
fastest reading aid on the disk. Level 
two has the child tapping out the beat of 



the song to get the notes to play in tme 
and level three has song breaks where 
the first letter of certain words have to 
be entered. I see very little use in this 
exercise, except for musical chairs, but 
the excellent first fevei more than com- 
pensates. 

TEDDY'S BOOKS 

The fioaJ game in the program is a num- 
bers game. Daddy Ted fs reading 

bedtime stories from a sheff of six num- 
bered books. The child must enter the 
number of the book he s using by ffnding 
the missing number fn the series. On 
jevef two, the books are not in ascend- 
ing numericaf order and so the task is 
complicated by having to work out which 
book is missing. If a guess proves to be 
wrong then theyVe told to guess again, 
choosing a higher or lower value, 
emphasising the idea of quantitative 
value. 

On the whole, I found this program to 



be excellent. The number games, espe- 
cially Teddy's Books, are wefl-planned 
and reasonably good fun to play, and 
they teach precise numerical skills and 
ideologies - counting, relational values, 
number order, addition and sequence. 
These are aH key ideas that are put 
across fairly well and make the software 
worth its price tag. Numeracy is the 
strong point of this package with bal- 
anced and gentiy progressive exercises,. 
Graphics are very large and simply 
coloured and, although simple, they 
don't detract from the exercises at all.

The six programs in this package cover 
Mathematics, Geography, History and General 
Knowledge, Maths has three separate skills repre- 
sented in six different games- Each are a part oi 
an overall plot; that of Agent Sammy who must 
track down the thief who stole the ancient riches 
and secret papers of King Raram. It's not a great 
plot, but the theme is maintained throughout the 
games, giving some continuity to the prnfieedlng 
and a goal for the child to aim for - an important 
factor for any child who is likely to ask, Why'?' and 
What am I doing this for?' 

PROPORTIONS 

This game, as the name suggests, tries to develop 
the Ideas of percentage, decimals and fractions as 
a way of expressing the relationship of parts to a 
whole. By showing a screen of obfects, and then 
asking for the ratio of like or similar objects as a 
sub-set of the whofe, this might sound very compli- 
cated but the game progresses sensibly through 
each of the three tests. 

In the first our diminutive secret agent enters spy school 
and IS faced with ten spies. He's asked questions like 'What 
proportion of spjes have green coats?' Little Agent Sammy 
must then identify the colour of the coats and how many are 
visible.

OUT FOR A BITE... 

Yoy can learn a lot about the 
way animals are feeling from 
the body language they give off. 
Like humans, animals adopt dif- 
ferent postures aeoording to 
their moods. Examples of this 
ean be seen through out the ani- 
mal kingdom, ranging from the 
exotic (and often comicalj 
courtship rituals of birds, to the 
more subtle warning signals 
given off by dogs and sharks. 

Most people are familiar with 
the way that the hackles (hair) 
stands up straight on the back 
of a dog's neck when It's getting 
ready to fight. Portrayed as 
vicious creatures in films such 
as Jawsi most sharks are docile 
creatures whioh don't go out of 
their way to attack^ or even 
approach^ humans. They do, 
however, have a great deal of 
curiosity about their environ- 
nient, and it is this that has lead 
to a large percentage of so- 
called shark attacks. Beiiause 
they don't have limbs to feel 
objects that arouse their Inter- 
est, sharks resort to biting them 
to find out more, and it'^ these 
exploratory nibbles 
that are often misin- 
terpreted as attacks.

Also on the same disk is something 
that RGB call a Zebra construct. Despite 
its technical-sounding name, this rs sim- 
ply a series of individual screens which 
you can join together to create a running 
zebra I'm not a hundred percent sure 
why RGB included it on the disk, but my 
guess would be that it's there to give 
you an appreciation of the process 
involved in creating your cmn anima- 
tions. Whatever their reasoning, the 
zebra is an impressive showcase. 

In the Line & PaJette directory, there's 
an animated lioness which has been 
created using an esttremiely stylised 
fashion, describing the animal in broad, 
bands of light and shade rather than 
attempting to represent every sJngle hair 
on fts body. This is an interesting way of 
depicting the beast because muscle 
movement is highlighted, giving far 
greater clarity than if it had included 
much more detail. Although ft^s the only 
animal represented in this manner, it 
reminds the user to view things from dif- 
ferent perspectives. The remaining 
animals are all stored as anim. brushes 
and this means that they can be 
included in an e)(isting animation or pic- 
ture without having to mess around with 
spars screens, etc 

The icing on the cake can be found 
on the second disk^ where a number of 
scenery elements are stored. These 
include grasses, trees and some valu- 
able tips on creating shading for 
complicated shapes.

tures included in both sets are drawn 
using the minimum number of colours 
possible. RGB Studios say that this is to 
make them accessible to users with the 
smallest amount of available memory. 
As most animations are created in six- 
teen-colours or less, it also means that 
creatures using different palettes can 
still be incorporated into the same 
scene. 

CONCLUSiaN 

All ho ugh most users are bound to 
derive pleasure doodling with Real 
Things, they are clearly capable of much 
more than that. Forming an exciting 
addition to an already superb collection, 
there is a marked improvement fn the 
quality of the mages over their prede- 
cessors. Addjtionaily. the enclosacf 
manual is full of valuable tips to help the 
user get the best from them Although 
they are a little pricey for such a specific 
task, Real Things Safari and Sea Life 
can be thoroughly recommended as an 
interesting aside.

The LP4 is capable of emulating an 
Epson FX830 or a HP Laserjet IJ, with 
IBM Proprirtter emLlation also available 
as an optional extra. I used the HP 
LaserJet J driver from the Workbench 1 3 
extras dfsk, and, although this was not 
the exact driver specified, I fourwj no 
"problems printing either text or graphics, 
All the set-up routines are accessed via 
programming pads on the front of the 
pnnter, alongside which is an LCD dis- 
play window to show selections as 
they're made. 

As usual, the printer is connected to 
the Amiga via the parallel interface, 
although AppleTalk and Serial interfaces 
are also available for use with other 
computers. 

FIELD TEST 

I tested the printer with a variety of pack- 
ages, including DPaint, Scribble! and

impressed with the subtlety of the 
graphics printing, and found that It was 
also capable of producing a fufi slxteen- 
shade spread from black to white. 
When printing text from a word proces- 
sor, the LP4 was more than adequate in 
terms of quaiity, although Vm not a great 
fan of the standard typefaces that are 
provided with it Instead of Courier and 
Linephnter, I would have liked to have 
seen Star show the same imagination 
that they did with their dot matrix print- 
ers, and provide some creative -lookina 
fonts. ^ 

As graphics have to be down-loaded 
a whole page at a time, the LP4 comes 
wrth one meg of memory as standard, 
and this can be upgraded up to 4MB if 
required. The machine I used had 2MB 
and this was quite sufficient for the most 
complicated pages that I could find to 
print. It was when printing pages from 
my Pro Pag& DTP package, that I dis- 
covered how slow a four-page per 
minute printer is. Although it can print 
four pages per minute once they're 
down-loaded, it takes the same time to 
down-load a picture to the LP4, as it 
does to transmit to a dot matrix printer. 
When printing a full page, complete with 
text and structured and bit-mapped 
graphics, [found the LP4 took as much 
as fifteen minutes to print a single sheet. 
Had f printed the same page ten times, 
only the first page would have taken that 
long, with all consecutive ones only tak- 
ing about fifteen seconds each. 

The LP4 is available with or without 
Post-Script compatibility (which allows 
far greater image and font manipuia- 
tron). The standard version costs 
£999,99 and the Post-Script version 
£1399,99. 

The LP4 is not partfcuJarly cheap 
and, if you hunt around, you can find 
superior laser printers in the same price 
bracket. Compared to a dot matrix 
printer, the quality of the output was 
superb, but pitted alongside other laser 
printers of this price, the LP4 s was 
rather ordinary. 

It was a lujtury to have a laser pnnter 
available for a few weeks^ but pound for 
pound, I'd much sooner stick with my 
Canon BJ-iOe bubble fet. It's not as 
fast, but the ink cartridges are cheaper. 
It's easier to maintain, dhd it doesn't 
take up nearly as much space.

JACK OF ALL TRADES 

There are countless packages which 
can play musjc and samples, show pic- 
tures, replay animations or synchronise 
sound to motion. Director // is one of the 
few pacl^ages which can do all of these 
functions and a lot more besides. As its 
title implies, D/rector /Tchoreographs all 
the different eiements which go towards 
making a successful demo or educa- 
tional/business presentation. It can 
replay animations, in whoie or part, and 
it can play tunes saved in the SMLJS 
(Sonix) format. Additionally, it can dis- 
play screens using a variety of fade and 
wipe styles and combine areas of ooe 
picture with another both statically and 
as animations. In short, it's a complete 
demo studio, 

NEARLY BASIC 

Commands are issued to Director II via 
a programming language similar to 
Basic. In fact, many Basic commands

OF THE MACHINE 

At the heart of the package's abilities 
are special memory stores called 

buffers. Buffers are areas in memory 
into which graphics, sounds, music and 
fonts can be loaded, it^s the way that the 
program manipulates these buffers that 
makes it so special, though. 

There are two basic types of buffer: 
the chip buffer and the fast buffer with 
further sub-divisions according to what's 
stored in them. Understanding the differ- 
ence between the two can be crucial 
when creating effects. The blitter chip is 
a custom chip inside the Amiga which 
can move blocks of graphics around the 
computer's memory extremely quickly, 
thus making ft ideal for animation pur- 
poses. However, the blitter can only 
manipulate graphics stored in chip 
buffers. 

As you've probably guessed, chip 
buffers store their information in Chip 
RAM. As this is usually limited to a max-

This raises another very important con- 
cept which is integral to many of The 
Director $. operations: double buffering. 
Although The Director U C3.r\ manipulate 
anim. files, there are occasions when 
the user may prefer to animale by flip- 
ping through multiple screens 
(page- Hipping). Alternately, he may only 
wish to transform part of a screen by 
printing smaf I graphic characters onto it. 
Double buffering allows any of these 
operations to be carried out with ease. 
For example, there are occasions when 
a user may need to print a lot of text on 
to a screen. It's both time consuming 
and clumsy if the text was printed char- 
acter by character, so a duplicate is 
copied to an invisible buffer. Tlie text is 
then printed onto this buffer, which is 
only displayed once all the text is in 
position, thus making the whole process 
appear instantaneous and much more 
professional. Invisible buffers can also 
be used for image processing purposes, 
perhaps taking the currently displayed 
screen and altering its palette to create 
night-time or negative effects. 

WIPE OUT 

The Directoi'^ most basic use is for cre- 
ating si ides hows.

Director //can replay any IFF or 
SM US samples, allowing the possibility 
of adding atmospheric sound effects. 
Aithough the package can also replay 
music rnodules, it only deals with data 
stored in the outdated SMUS format. 
Programs such as Soriix and Deluxe 
Music Construction Set are capable of 
generating these files, but the quality of 
music is very limited compared to recent 
software such as MED Having said 
that, it does allow the executiori of CLI 
commands so there's no reason why 
you couldn't play a MED or 
Soundtrackeriune in this manner. 

Unfortunately, if you choose to load 
non-SMUS modules, you'll miss out on 
one of Dirsctor lis most eKciting fea- 
tures: audio-visual synchronisation. 
These are a special series of commands 
which tell the computer to react each 
tame certain instruments are played. For 
e3<ampler if you foad a SMUS score con- 
taining a drum, you can tell the 
computer to play a particular animation 
each time the drum occurs within the 
tune. 

Incidentally, Director I! also handles 
the SMUS MIDI format, so programs 
can be written which will play any MIDI 
compatible instalments you may own. 

EASY EDITING 

Unlike rts predecessor. Dfrector !! is sup- 
plied with its own editing software called 
D-Editirom which you can write, test 
and run your programs. It's extremely 
easy to use, and means that you can 
move from program to the finished result 
in virtually no time. D-Edit resembles a 
standard text -editor in many ways. It 
includes cut/paste options and 
search/replace facilities, however, it also 
provides direct access to most of the 
Director's other utilities, including the 
Library routines. Library routines can be 
very important when wo rising on a 
machine with limited memory. They also 
provide instructions fof some of the 
Wipe animation effects. If a program 
doesn't require these, they are ignored, 
thereby saving memory. Additionally, 
you can also add your own library rou- 
tines.

CONCLUSION 

Director ft is an extremely useful tool for 
linking together many diHerent types of 
data and turning them into impressive 
dem 6s. Whilst it s true that you 11 have to 
learn to program, the language is con- 
siderably easier to master than the likes 
of AMOS Basic. 

It's greatest failing is its inability to 
directfy support MED or Soundtracker' 
styie scores, which becomes especially 
irritating when sound-to-graphics syn- 
chronisation is required, it's by no 
means cheap, but it oould be the tool 
that finally allows many people to write 
their own demos

MEMORY MAN 

There's no dispuiing jhe fact that ar^imation 
gobbles up memory - especially wheni coupled 
with Ray-tracing. To create animations of any 
duration using these Bystfini& requires either 
colossal processing pow&r or immense 
amounts of time. 

For users wtio simpfy require 3D reprBsenta- 
(ions o( abjecrs. rather than colourrperfecr 
duplications of them, a package such as 
Videosc3pe 3Dtury be the answer. Rather ihan 
attempting lo calculate the exact stiading of 
every point on an object, it uses greaily sirnpJi- 
fled pseudo-shading algorithms to generate 
areas of light and shade. Whilst it's hardly 100% 
realistic, though, these algorithms resuFt in 
objects which have visible depth and dimen- 
sions, and which are rendered in a fraction of 
the time rieeded to generate the Ray-Traced 
equivalent. 

Th-e latest vei^ion provides a r^umber of 
enhancements that add more power to the age- 
ing basic package. The addition ot HAM mode 
suppon. and new colour codes which add fur- 
ther realism. wHI doubtless prove to be welcome 
additions for people who' re tamiliar with the 
original program. 



SCAPE GOAT 

Videoscape 3D allows the user to render and 
anirrate complex scenes in e Iraction of the 
time it would take using a Ray-Tracing package. 
However, (he resultant image is appropriately 
less convincing as a representation of 'real^ 
objecis. As a presentation or educational tool. 
Vid$05cape 2.0 has some merits arid compared 
to packages such as ^fT?os 3D and the 3D 
Construction Kit, rt's far more powertui. The ani- 
mation toois allow 'movies' to be defined fairly 
quickly, and the addition of hierarchic motion 
(which specifies the movement of an obfect rel- 
ative 10 its 'parent') makes very complete 
anrmation feasible. Perhaps a little e;^pensive at 
E89.99. Videoscape \^ an interesting and 
speedy alternative to Ray-Tracing.

REDUNDANT MOUSE 

Many artists hate usi-ng a mouse. Trojan obviously 
recognised this because their Light Pen can draw 
direct Jy onto the screen. Made of smart grey plas- 
tic, it measures just under six inches, and has a 
Sfluare cross-section with each side approximatEly 
3/4 of an inch acre&s. It has two fingertip size-d 
buttons mounted close to its tapered end which 
replace the mouse buttons. 

The Light Pen pJugs into port h^^o at the back of 
the Amiga, and ca-exist& quite happily with the 
mouse, which car be left in the ot^er port as usual. 

Before it can be used, you must run the Light 
Pen installation software whicli is supplied on a 
n&rmal Worl^bench disk. This ca:n either be auto- 
hooted, or activated from CLI once your other 
software fi as loaded. 

Just point the pen at the screen, and provided 
youYe within rts range (about 7 fnches). the on- 
screen cursor will move wherever you want it to. 
Th€ button nearest the screen duplicates the left 
mouse Ijutton, with the ottier ooa simulating the 



right (button. I found that my index finger naturalty 
rested an the lower button whilst my middle finger 
sat snLigiy on the ottier one. 

The Light Pen mimics all the functions of th& 
mouse, but, warn Trojan, it'll only woi* with pro- 
grams that use the standard Amiga operating 
system. Most games and. surprisingiy, D-Pmtif 
don't, hut D-PaimfHauii ^V, mstcX. Pro Page, 
Audio MasWf H. and MED are just a few ot the pro- 
grams that definitely DO work with the unit. 

KWIK ON THE DRAW 

The Light Pen is also supplied with a proprietaFy 
art package cailed KmkOr^w. It provides a num- 
t>er of D-P^r>?/ style options including freehand 
draw, lines, circles and several other simpte tools. 
Trojan describe KwikOrawas a simple paint/draw- 
ing package, but it can still handle ali screen 
formats from sixteen colour right up to 4096 
coloured HAM mode. 

The pen worked exactly as described, and 
operated further from tlie screen than I'd expected. 



The cursor didn't seem to follow its tip qirite as 
instantly or closely as rd have liked, and my arm 
soon became tired holding it up to the screen alF 
Ifietime. Perhaps I'd eventually get used to it, hut I 
was not as happy with the pen as ) tti ought l^d be. 
The driver supplied didnT work with an Amiga 
Plus machine, so it's fair to assume that it's incom- 
patible with 2.0 system ROMs. This would seem to 
rule 'n out if you want to use it wrth new A1 50Ds, 
A2000S or A30OO computers. Ctieck before you 
buy.

When Tm jsing Workbench I 
often notice a 
strange 
effect

If I then return to the 
Workbench screen and close 
the directory window that I 
opened to ioad the prog ram , 
the amount of free memory 
displayed in the bar at the top 
of the screen goes down! 

Why does this happen? I 
cant understand why it costs 
the computer memory to shut 
a window. Am I missing 
something obvious, or is 
there something sinister 
afoot?

I don't know if what you're 
missing would be classed 
as obvious, Michael, but 
there's certainly a straight- 
forward explanatiof^ to Ihe 
effects you've noticed. 

When you initially load 
Workbench, the remaining 
free memory is displayed 
In the status bar at the top 
of the screen. This figure Is 
continually revised as you 
work from the Workbench 
screen. As soon as you 
load a progranr^ which 
opens its own output win- 
dow^ that window becomes 
current, temporarily dis- 
abi i ng t he Workberkch. 

Because it's disabled, 
Workbench no longer 
updates the free memory 
figure, so the number 
shown represents the 
amount of memory remain* 
Ing when the program was 
loaded. When you load e 
program this figure will 
remain unchanged on the 
screen, but In actual fact 
the program has taken up 
memory. 

When you eventually re- 
activate the Workbench 





screen by clicking on it^ It 
becomes current, and 
finally prints the updated 
nnemory figure which will, 
of course, be lower 
because your program has 
taken up some memory. 

HARD DRIVE 
ANIMATIONS 

i have recently purciiased an 
ASOO, and Cm 
now aiming to 
buy a hard 
L .J drive for it. 
V I ve noticed 
that Power 
Computing 
stocl^ the GVP 
series of hard 
disks, however their adver- 
tisement says '8MB of Fast 
Ram on board'. Could you 
please tell me if Fast Ram is 
what's capable of running 
animations requiring Isirge 
amounts of memory? 
Mr J A Hail, Sheilon, Staffs 

NOp Fast Ram is not the 
ideal type of memory for 
running animations, but 
Chip Ram is. Having said 
thai, you can use Fast Ram 
for large animations, but 
It's not quite as efficient as 
Chip Ram. 

The Amiga includes a 
special chip called the 
B litter, which Is very good 
at moving large blocks of 
graphics around in mem- 
ory. Unfortynately, the 
B litter can't move graphics 
stored in Fast memory, so 
when possible, it's better 
to store them in Chip Mem. 
When producing anima- 
tions that are larger than 
the available Chip Mem, the 
computer is capable of 
transferring graphics from 



Fast Rem before displaying 
them. But to do this, it uses 
the ordinary processor 
which is considerably 
slower than the blitter. 

For most animation 
needs, this slowness will 
not matter as it's only the 
most demanding of anima- 
tions that need the speed 
offered by the Blitter. 

Many paclcagos allow 
you to run animations from 
Fast Ram including D-Paint 
3/4 and the Director Xq 
name but two.

There are tiiree possible 
solutions to your problem, 
but each depends upon the 
type of data ttiat you want 
to store, and the way it's to 
be output- 
Most database, desk-top 
publishing (DTP) or word 
processing (WP) systems 
are desi9r>ed so that the 
information created by 
ttiem will eventually be out- 
put to paper. Therefore, 
their output on the screen 
is not of the highest qual- 
ity. Mind you, having said 




that, regardless of the 
package you use, the 
screen output is severely 
restricted by the resotution 
of your monitor, and the 
computer page resolution. 

To create the highest 
level of detail, you'll need 
to work in highrres or inter- 
lace, but unless you own 
either a flicker fixer, or a 
multi-sync monitor, the dis- 
play will appear to flicker 
and pulsate. If you work 
under these conditions tor 
long, you risk migreines 
and eye strain, so they're 
not really ideal. 

At the top end of the 
market, you could opt tor a 
professional DTP system 
such as Professiomf Page 
2M. This will allow you to 
mix text, bit- mapped and 
structured graphics on a 
single page. The page can 
then be magnified up to 
200 times to enable you to 
view particular parts in 
more detail. The pages can 
then be output to any dot 
matrix or laser printer, and 
post-script format is even 
supported. Unfortunately, 
unless you own an acceler- 
ator or maths processor, 
the screen update can be 
painfully slow as you edit a 
document. Youll also need 
lots of memory - 1 .5 megs 
mintmum, 4 megs-i- ideally. 

Another possibility is a 
database such as 
SuperbasB 4 which pro- 
vides you with great 
flexibility when storing 
Information. However, Its 
nature Is such that it's not 
really suited for pages 
where the page format 
changes frequentiy, ie, 
graphics on one and not on 
anotherp inconsistent page 
layouts etc. 

The final option would 
bm a WP package such as 
Wordworth or Penpal- Both 
packages allow you to 
Incorporate graphics into 
documents, and they both 
have fast screen updates 
and good readable text- 1 
find that although 
WorOworth is the more 
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powerful package, ifs rvot 
very us«r-fr}endly, so my 
preference would be 
PenpBL

Of 
course, the computer is tlie 
Ideal medium for designing 
tessellations because the 
Interlocking shapes (and 
transformations at 
advanced level), can be 
duplicated so qufckly and 
precisely. 

For readers who are not 
familiar with (he subject, 
tessellations are pictures 
or patterns formed by 
reproducing one or more 
perfectly interlocking 
shapes lime and time 
again, MC Escher, a 
German mathematician, 
was fascinated by the sub- 
ject, and tried to develop 
the concept to its limits. 
Far from using simple 
shapes, his work usually 
included numerous ani- 




mals and figuresp all inter- 
rocked to form the most 
incredible collages. 

It may interest you to 
know that you can buy a 
superb book of Esctier's 
work, containing ALL of his 
famous pieces, reproduced 
as full-page plates. It's 
called The Graphic Work 
of MC Escher' and cm still 
be ordered from WHSmiths 
for about £20.

The first solution 
requires D-PaintSand 
enough memory to load 
both animations at the 
same time. When you load 
an animation into 0*Pa/nf, 
and then attempt to load a 
second one, you'll notice 




an additfonal option fn the 
File menu called Append. 
Append allows you to join 
one animation onto the tail- 
end of another. However, 
both anir(\atvoi\s m\is\ 
share the same screen, 
page and colour formats. 
The ideal solution is to 
convert your half-brite (64 
colour) animairon down to 
eight cofours. If this means 
a foss of colour from your 
pictures, perhaps you 
could convert them both 
into 32 colour mode? If not, 
convert the eight colour 
one up to 64 colours and 
save it to disk. 

Load the first half of 
your animation into mem* 
ory, then u se the Append 
option to add the second 
hatf to it.

You're correct about the 
CDTV being a read-only 
device as far as CDs are 
concerned, but you can 
purchase memory cards in 
64 and 256K sizes, which 
will allow you to save game 
information.

As for using the CDTV 
as a standard CD player: It 
features 16-blt 8 x over- 
sampling which means that 
it's capable of noticeabiy 
higher sound quality than 
most ordinary CD players.

Compact Disk 4- Graphics. 
When run with the TV or 
monitor switched on, 
graphics will be displayed 
to accompany the music.

WHAT'S 
A SAMPLER 

I want to take music from my 
collection and put it onto 
computer. I gather that I'll 
need a sound sampler, but 
Tm interested 
%±±^^ toknowv 

/^ how they 
work. Is 
there 
much dif- 
ference 
between the 
types? Which is 
the best, and what about 
value for money?

A sampler Is simply a 
device whioh oonverta the 
analogue waveform of 
sound, Into a digital format 




which the computer can 
store and edit. 

The sampler listens' to 
the sound, and thousands 
of times every second it 
translates what it 'hears' 
Into a number representing 
the amplitude and fre- 
quency. Amplitude Is 
another word for loudness, 
and frequency means the 
pitch of a note (te C natu- 
ral, D sharp etc). 

When a sample Is played 
back from the Amiga, the 
computer performs a 
reverae translation, con- 
verting the digital signal 
back to ana logy e- 

As a matter of Interest, 
CD players and DAT 
machines also store their 
Information In a digital for- 
mat, whereas ordinary 
tapes and records use ana- 
logue. 

The difference l>etween 
the cheaper samplers Is 
virtually non-ex) stent p and 
It's only their software that 
separates them. Once you 
move up to samplers coat- 
ing £80 or more, the 
hardware is often capable 
of a greater treqyMinoy 
response, which means 
that they can sample a 
wider range of sounds, 
from extremely high 
pitches, to really low ones. 
I believe that Aodto 
Engineer, which Is cur- 
rently one of the more 
popular models, Is actually 
capable of sampling 
sounds far beyond the 
range of human hearing! 

Anyway, my preference 
is the excellent Sour^if 
Master from Aegis, which 
works extremely well and 
Is very yser*frlendly. It 
costs E129J5 so it's not 
really what you'd describe 
as budget prIcedT but It Is 
admirably straight forward. 

In terms of value for 
moneys Technosound 
TurbOf at about £30, offers 
the beat price-to-features 
ratio of any sampler and Is 
definitely worth a look If 
you're new to the Joys of 
sampling.

I've seen a number of key- 
boards that allow you to 
select different instruments 
but they don't let you play 
more than one instrument at 
a time, which seems fairly 
pointless to me. 

Would I t>e able to access 
two or more instruments at a 
time via the Amiga or would I 
have to buy a separate key- 
board for each instrument 1 
wanted to play?

In the first place, you'd 
also need a MIDI Interface 
to connect your keyboard/s 
to your Amiga, but once 
that's out of the way you 
can start considering 
wtiich keyboard Is best for 
your requirements* 

There are two expres- 
sions to be understood 
wtien buying keyboards for 
MIDI use: polyphonic and 
multl-timbral. 

in the early years of 
electronic keyboards, most 
of them were only capable 
of playing a single note at a 
time, which made it very 
difficult to generate decent 
music with a single instru- 
ment. Polyphony Is the 
ability of a keyboard to 
play more than one note at 
a time. Today, most key- 
boards are capable of 
playing either eight or six- 
teen notes simultaneously, 
and this even applies to the 
cheaper Casio and Yamaha 
keyboards. 

Although most cheaper 
keyboards are polyphonic, 
they sttll only have the abil- 
ity to play one Instrument 
at a time, if you're compos- 
ing a piano concerto, this 
is fine, but If you prefer 
modem music with a vari- 
ety of Instruments, you'll 
have to look for a multktim- 
bral keyboard. 
Unfortunately, these are 
quite expensive but they 
do allow you to create 



richer and more varied 
music- 

ir you actually play key- 
boards, you'll appreciate 
the fact that most multl- 
tlmbral keyboards can be 
split so that the left hand 
plays, for example, a bass 
instrument, whilst the right 
controls the lead- 

If you're not Interested 
in actually playing a key- 
board manually, you might 
prefer to buy a sound mod- 
ule. These are small banks 
of sounds which have all 
the facilities of a keyboard- 
enoased version, but 
without the expense of 
having to buy a keyboard 
as well. They're also a 
good way to expand an 
existing library of sounds.

When backing up a 105 
meg hard drive, you don't 
really want to duplicate 
files which are already 
backed-yp elsewhere. 
Obviously, to make a copy 
of t he ent i re drive (if it's 
full) would require at least 
10S disks, not to mention 
several hours to perform 
the operation. However, 
back-up utilities such as 
MRBackup include an 
option to backup all files 
created since a certain 
date.

It's a familiar everyday story. You're on the train, tube or bus and a person neaity has 
their Walkman cranked up to maximum volume. Not only is the noise annoying, but it 
coukd actually be causing some physical damage to their ears. Now the Electronic 
Industries Association of America is trying to make the general public aware of potential 
hearing loss by promoting the safe use of electronic entertainment equipment. 

Hearing damage and loss is one of the most widespread yet invisible handicaps in the 
world today. The National Institute of Health in the USA estimates approximately 10 mil- 
lion Americans have suffered some hearing loss impairments as a resutt of exposure to 
high intensity sound system. 

The hazardous zona of dedbel levels begins at approximately 75 decibels, which 
includes items such as average town traffic, rubbish disposals or an alarm clock ringing 
up to two feet away. High sound pressure levels (loud noises) can damage or kill the fine 
hair cells in the inner ear. Hearing progressively deteriorates as more hair cells are dam- 
aged or destroyed. 

Damage to your hearing can be short term (known as temporary threshold shift) or 
long tenri (called permanent threshold shift). Short term often clears itself with little reoog- 
rilsable hearing loss while long term damage is often irreversible.

PRINTER 
PROBLEMS 

• This may sound obvioirs but having 
an unconnected printer is a common 
mistake. Clieck over tine wires tin at run 
from youf Amiga to tine printer and the 
plug, Doni forget to switch off your com- 
puter and swiitch off at tha mains if do 
have to reconnect the leads. 

• Having problems with you printer 
driver? Copy across the correct drfver to 
the Workbench disk, and then select it 
from Preferences. 

• If youVe print-outs are of poor or 
inconsistent quality, the first thing to 
check is that the ribbon's still on the 
printer head 

• Daisy wheel printers can print graph- 
ics as well as text, but it's a massively 
intricate process. Exchange your printer 
if you take art seriously. 

POOR PICTURE 

• Remember to set the TV to the cor- 
rect channel. 

• If your screen goes red or green this 



may be because the monitor lead is 
loose, or because the modulator switch 
is In the wrong position, 

• A shaky picture often means that the 
Amiga is working in interlace mode. 
This simply means that it's trying to get 
more on screen. This can be corrected 
with a device called a flicker fixer, 

WON'T LOAD 

• The causes can be many, ranging 
from software failure, a vims, to pn3b- 
lems with the drive. Check through 
everything, reset and start again. H it 
still doesn't wor*;, send the disk back. 
Oh, and by the way, always virus check 
your disks (it's worth spending a few 
quid on a decent program - most Public 
Domain houses stock them) 

DOESN'T SOUND RIGHT 

• Make sure the adaptor lead is 
plugged in correctly if you use a TV, and 
make sure that the TV is set to the right 
channel 

• The SCART fead may not be plugged 
in properly if you're using a monitor.

The recent decision to supply the 
standard A500 with one megabyte of 
memory has been greeted with glee by 
the thousands of programmers out there 
in coding \an& These dedicated digital 
developers are always trying to push the 
boundaries o1 what's possible on your 
favourite slab of silicon. Many future 
games and utilities simply wonl work on 
an Amiga with less than one megabyte 
of RAM. Don't say you weren't warned! 

Now it seems we could be seeing a 
slightly cut-down version of the Amiga, 
with an esttremely attractive price of 
below E200, sometime next j^ear. Where 
will it all end, eh? 



Once youVe actually used an Amiga it s 
difficult to conceive of how yoy ever 
managed before the beast actually 
arrived. Little wonder then, that its the 
darlir>g of creative people on tight bud- 
gets. The resulting images and sounds, 
and sometimes the Amiga itse^f, can be 
seen in cheap mo\/ies and television 
shows including The Chart Show and 
Neighbours, 

Possibly the most outlandish use of 
the Amiga so far has been by trendy 
DJs across Europe Lasers effects are 
apparently no longer enough to satisfy 
the techno lusts of energetic nightclub 
ravers. Dance! loors, surrounded by 
expensive Sony monitors and fed by 
Amiga fractal vision, pump out visual 
noise in rhythm to the beat of hardcore 
grooves from the likes of The Prodigy, 
M-Joi and Bizarre Inc. 

Most productivity applications and 
activities require a more meaty machine 
than the one sold in the Cartoon 
Classics bundle. The most likely 
upgrade route is taken by purchasing an 
extra ffoppy disk drive (approximately 
£50) or hard drive (around E250), 
decent monitor (from £300) and addi- 
tional memory (around £50 per 512K of 
RAM). With such a system setup, you 
shouldn t have any prob 
iems waiting for your 
favourite program to strut 
its stuff. Commodore will 
shortly be launching an 
add-on C D- R O M d r i ve 
(£TBA) allowing you to try

All the$e grabbing gizmos have given 
rise to a lucrative spin-off industry called 
Desktop Video, NewTek has taken the 
whole concept to totally new heights 
with the Video Toaster If you've got 
£130-0, two monitors and 5MB RAM to 
spare at the very least, this powerful 
Amiga accessory produces digital video 
effects norrmalfy found in £50.000 TV 
studios. These include advanced 3D 
animation software for things like flying 
logos and fog, genlock, frame grabber, 
character generator; 16.8 million 
colours, variable motion blur^ fast photo- 
realistic rendering and jog shuttle 
control. This baby is good enough for 
broadcast use and took over four years 
to develop. 

Such visual treats would be pretty 
limp without audio acocmpaniment, 
right? No problemo. Your Amiga excels 
at producing superb music and sound 
effects. 

Have you ever wondered where all 
those funny or familiar audio FX comes 
from in a good game? These real 
sounds are referred to as sampled 
because they were originally taken from 
a normal sound source connected to 
your Amiga with a sampling device. It's 
the computer equivalent of a cassette 
recorder except you 
can perform all sort of 
tricks, like altering the 
tempo and adding 
reverb, on the sound 
once it has be«n sam- 
pled. Unfortunately, 



these wonderful samples requires large 
amounts of memory so they have to be 
kept short. Nearly everybody involved 
with the Amiga sells their own type of 
sampling hardware and software so 
youVe absolutely spoilt for choice. 
FutureSound 500 (C90) is ex,pensive^ 
especially when considering the primi- 
tive software support, but produces crisp 
samples when used with a top notch 
editing program like AudioMasterlU 
(E90). Microdeal offers the cheaper 
Master Sound (£40) complete with some 
nifty programs like a sequencer and 
musical keyboard emulator. Finally, Mini 
Sampler {E25) from Datel Electronics 
and Evesham Micros' Stereo Sound 
Sampler (£30) can hardly be beaten in 
terms of price. 

INEXPENSIVE 

Real bargains can be lound in Public 
Domain libraries , this is cheap software 
where the author forgoes the profits of 
publishing but may expect about £1 
from you if the pnagram is kept and 
used. This will usually provide you with 
extra documentation and upgrades in 
the future. Apart from the large selection 
of graphical demonstrations, primitive 
games and such like, there are many 
excellent PD utilities which enable you 
to combine sound sampFes into music 
compositions. The most notable of 



these, Noise Tracker md MED, cost 
around £2 each and put most so-called 
professional programs to shame. MED 
3,0, in particular, is a brilliant music 
composition package from Finland 
which can load at least 64 sounds sam^ 
pies into the memory at once and 
display musfc in traditional notation. It 
also incorporates a sampie editor and 
MIDI sequencer. 

Standing lor Musical Instrument 
Digital Interlace, MID! is a very practical 
solution to controlling synthesizers, 
drum machines and other musical 
instruments using your Amiga, By sim- 
ply connecting a maximum of sixteen 
MID 1-compatible instruments to a MIDI 
interface (£30) attached to the back of 
the Amiga, you can run some speciaf 
sequencing software to create any sort 
of music from the latest dance-tracks to 
more classical works. Music X (£100) is 
probably the most widely used 
sequencer on the Amiga. With Music X 
you're able to turn your machine into full 
music studio. For the beginner there is 
also a cut-down versfon, Music X Jr 
(£50). Bars and Pipes (£200) is easier to 
use than the Mus/cX series and Bars 
and Pipes Pro (£250) includes such fea- 
tures as a mixing desk and the ability to 
display music notation. There are plenty 
of MIDI appiications available from any 
good PD supplier, too, Gemini

Alternatively, Mindscape is offering 
you a chance to play the piano without 
the hassle of formal lessons. Already 
enthusiastically featured on the enduring 
BBC 1 show Tomorrow's World, the 
Miracle {£300) is a complete system 
with full MIDI musical keyboard and 
easy to understand software which will 
teach you how to play the piano within a 
matter of hours. Mindsc^pe intends to 
further the Miracle by releasing 'Play 
Along' programs over the coming 
months. 

ANTI-LEMMINGS 

On a fun note. The Sickness Simulator 
from Strictly PD, features noisy samples 
o1 a cough, sneeze, burp, fart, groan 
and so on. Talking of PD, you cannot 
really afford to miss the excellent work 
of artists Tobias Richter and Eric 
Schwartz. The latter person is best 
known for his utterly fantastic Anti- 
Lemmings D&mo. Even the boss of 
Psygnosis was bbwn away by the 
immense quality shown by (his 
American teenager. Also from this tal- 
ented and very humorous animator we 
have A Night Rt the Movies, Juggette tt. 
Space Shuttte and SteRlth Fighter, 
Walker is another famous Amiga demo 
vfhere a giant AT-AT annoured vehicle 
from The Empire Strikes Back movie 
comes to life before your very eyes. 

More everyday mundane tasks like 
writing a letter, teaching the kids how to 
recognise colours and shapes, or run- 
ning a small business can benefit from 
an injection of Amiga magic. 

With any good Word Processor or 
Desktop Publishing package you can 
brir>g your words and graphics together 
to express yourself like never before. - 
With Pagestream 2. 1 (£200) , for exam- 
ple, you can create 
anything from simple 
Christmas cards to sensa- 
tional business brochures. 
Here you see a represent 
tatlon of the page you're ^ 
working onp and you can 
move text and pictures 
around ^ enter headlines, 
and so forth. Professional 
Page 2 (£250) is the num- 
ber one choice for serious 
Amiga publishers. 
Meanwhile, a package like 
Genisoft^s Prodips (£25) 
is a diverse collection of 
dip art to enliven the 
pages designed with your 
favourite DTP package, 
Arnor's Protext 5.0 word 
processor is fine if you 
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don't need the extra facilities provided 
by a Desktop Publishing program. It has 
an in -bull I: spell checker with over 
1 10,000 words and supports many lan- 
guages including Albanian, Czech, 
Dutch, English, French, German, 
Hungarian , Italian. Latin, Norwegian^

Don't forget you'll need to add a decent 
printer to see the results of your labours. 
Prices start at around £1 £0 to over

text and/or graphics. Like most things, 
you get what you pay for - but the Star 
LG-20 J£200) and Seikosha Notebook 
(£430) are just two of the many 
workhorses available to you. One thing 
to rein ember, more exotic printers can 
be a real pain to connect to your Amiga. 
Make sure the correct ^Printer Driver' 
software is available for the one you 
choose. Scanners are another useful 
peripheral for people into Desktop 
Publishing These gadgets, like the 
Golden Image Scanner (£200), can 
transfer photographs and pages from 
books into your Amiga as a picture file- 
Here, you must watch out for a good dpi 
capabiiiiy [Dots Per Inch) rating. Most 
scanners have a range of 1 0O to 400 
dpi. The higher the number, the clearer 
the image that will be replicated. 

ALL MOD COMMS 

Those with a hint of wanderlust might 
like to try a modem and to communicate 
with other Amiga users around the world 
via the telephone. Mind you, remember 
it's not one of the cheapest ways to 
make new friends. Emulation is another 
way to expand your horizons beyond the 
frontiers of the Amiga. The trouble is. it's 
very hard to simulate another computer 
system and use the software available 
on thai machine. Very few, therefore, 
achieve any degree of success. 
Perhaps the only ones that come close 
are AtOnce (£200) for IBM PC emula- 
tion and A-Maj< (£170) which 
approximates the functions of an Apple 
Macintosh. 

We hope this brief overview ot 
the opportunities out 
there has prompted you 
to rethink the way you 
could use your Amiga in 
the months to come. 
There are just so many 
options freely available 
to you, that it can quickly 
get very confusing and 
frustrating. That's why 
CU AMIGA brings you 
the essential information 
you need to make the 
right purchasing deci- 
sions. Whether you're a 
Pixel Picasso or MIDI 
Maestro, there's always 
a range of new products 
under review and useful 
hints and tips to follow 
every month. 



If you've ever wondered what 
Workbench is all about, here's your 
chance to find out once and for all. 

Mat Bfoomfield elucidates. 



Though you may only use 
your Amiga for games. 
you re bound ro 
encounter Workbench at one 
time or another, even if it's just 
to format a disli. However, 
tl^ere's a fot mora on offer than 
that, especially now that tlie 
new 2.0 operating system lias 
been released. As we take a 
detailed look, you'll soon dis- 
cover that controlling your 
Amrga can actually be a simple 
and enjoy abfe past- time f 

The first thing you'll need to 
do is load Workbench, so reset 
your computer and put the 
Workbench disk into the disk 
drive. 

When it's loaded, you HI be 
presented with the main 
Workbench screen. This is 
blue if youYe using a 1.3 
Amiga or older, and grey if 
you're using a 2.0 machine 
such as the Amiga Plus 
(A500P). 

ICON SEE YOU 

At the side of the screen are 
two small disks, known as 

icons. The top one is labelled 
Ram Disk; and indicates an 
area of memory where you can 
temporarily store data. Any 
information stored in the Ram 
Disk is lost when the computer 
is turned off for more than 
thirty seconds. 

The other icon is either 
named Workbench 1 .3, or 
Workbench 2.0, and it repre- 
sents the disk that you loaded 
the Workbench from. 

You'll also notice that 
there's a small red arrow on 
the screen, which is called a 
pointer, and is moved around 
using the mouse. 

If you move the pointer so 
thai it^S on top of the 
Workbench icon, then press 
the ieft mouse button twice 
quite quickly (double-click), a 
box (known as a window) will 
open up containing fots more 
icons. 

Although any picture can be 
used as an icon, it s what they 



do that matters, not what they 
look like. 

There are five main types of 
icon and each represents a dif- 
ferent sort of information. 

The first type is called a 
Disk Icon, and both the 
Workbench and Ram Disk 
icons fall into this category. 
Disk Icons are used to indicate 
logical devices such as floppy 
and hard disk drives and spe- 
cially assigned areas of 



memory etc. 

Whenever you double-click 
on a device icon, a window wiil 
open showing you the contents 
of that device. 

The second is called a 
Drawer or Directory Icon, and 
works in a srmilar way to the 
Disk icon A directory is the 
computer equivalent of a folder 
in a filing cabinet, it doesn't 
actually tell you any informa- 
IJon itself, it s just a receptacle 



which contains related files. 
Unlike a (iling cabinet, the 
computer's also capable of 
storing folders within folders. A 
directory inside another direc- 
tory is called a sub-directory, 
and is considered to be tlie 
child of the directory ft's in. 

By double-clicking on a 
Directory Icon, a window is 
again opened to show you its 
contents. 

The next type is called a 
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Tool Icon, and it rapreserits 
any prog ram which can be 
loaded by double-clicking on it. 
Some programs can only be 
loaded from CLI. and arthough 
they may still have an icon, try- 
ing to load them will generate 
the error message Unable to 
open tool xyz' (xyz is the name 
of the program). 



The Project Icon is used for 

any saves that you might 
make. Irom a ^ord processor 
or art package for instance. 
When you double-dick on 
them, Proiect Icons will auto- 
matically attempt to load the 
program that they were cre- 
ated with, and then load into 
that progrann. For example, if 



you Clicked on the Projeci Icon 

for a text tile that was created 
using Wordworth, it would 
automatically load the word 
processor before loading your 
file into it. 

The final icon type is called 
Trash, and is used for the 
Trashcan on your Workbench 
disk. It represents a directory 
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that can1 be moved into 
another drawer [unlike the pre- 
vious three fcon types). 

A WINDOW 
ON THE WORLD 

If you take a moment to look at 
the window containing the 
icons, you'll see that it has a 
number of characteristics as 
well. For starters, the wiodow 
has a thick border around it 
which displays various types of 
information. 

At the top of the window 
there's a name: Workbenchi .3 
or Workbench2,0 in this case. 
This indicates the name of the 
icon that was double-clicked to 
open the window in the first 
place. 

To the left of the name is a 
small square with a dot inside 
it. This is called a 'Closo 
Gadget' because If you move 
the pointer over it and click 
with the left mouse-button, it 
closes the current window. 

To the right of the window 
name are two further gadgets 
connected with positFoning and 
sizing of the window. These 
gadgets look and function dif- 
ferently an machines with 1 .3 
or 2.0 operating systems. 

On a 1 .3 Amiga, the gad- 
gets look like two differently 
coloured over-lappJng rectan- 
gles. They both adjust the 
positioning of the window in 
relation to other windows 
which you may have opened. If 
you click the gadget with the 
dark rectangle to the front it 
pushes the current window 
behind any other windows that 
may be open. The gadget with 
the light rectangle to the front 
performs the opposite function. 

On a 2.0 Amiga there's still 
one overlapping rectangle 
gadget, but the other one has 
been replaced with a picture of 
a white square inside a blue 
one. 

If you click on the over-lap- 
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^ ping rectangies, it either brings 

the window to the front, or 
pushes it to the back of the 
screen according to its current 
status. If you Click on the other 
gadget the window is auto- 
maticalfy reduced or enlarged 
so that you can either see 
other things an the screen, or 
see more of the window you're 
working on. 

Filling up the entire fight- 
hand Side of the window is a 
bO)( capped at each end with 
arrows. Sometimes when a 
window is open, there are 
more icons than can be dis- 
played at one time. Any icons 
which can't be displayed still 
has a position relative to the 
other icons, they're simply out 
of sight Consider the windows 
of your own house - just 
because much of the terrain 
outside is out of view doesn't 
mean thai it ceases to exist! 

By clicking on either of the 
arrows, ^ou can move the win- 
dow's position relative to the 
various icons. 

Between the two arrows 
there's a bar known as a 
Scroll Bar' which can be used 
as a quicker way of moving the 
window around. If you click on 
the scroll bar with the left 
mouse button and keep the 
button held down, you can 
move the bar up and down 
within the box. The scroll bar 
itself represents the currently 
visible window, and the box 
represents the total amount of 
information to be displayed. 
For example, if the scroll bar 
half filfs the box it means that 
the current window is equiva- 
lent to half of the total vertical 
area that t he icon s occu py . 

Running horizontally along 
the bottom of the wirtdow, 
V0u1! notice another set of 
arrows complete with scroll 
bar. These work in exactly the 
same way laterally as the verti- 
cal ones- 

In the bottom right of the 
window there's a small gadget 
for resizing it- If you dick the 
pointer on it keeping the but- 
ton pressed, you can increase 
or decrease the size of the 
window. 

The final element of a win- 
dow can be found along its 
left-hand side, where you'll 
noti<^ a gauge with an *F' at its 
top and an 'E' at its base. This 
is only found on windows 
which were opened as a result 
of clicking on a device icon 
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because it shows how full or 
empty the current device is. In 
most cases this only refers to a 
disk, but it can also be used to 
indicate spare memory. 

2.0 users will notice that this 
is absent on their version of 
Workbench, but if you look to 
the right of the window name, 
you'll see a more detailed 
description of the current 
device. 

Now that we've briefly 
explored the anatomy of a win- 
dow and the purpose of icons, 
we'll move on to look at menus 
and how they work. 

MENU 
SELECTIONS 

Press the right mouse button 
and hold it. You 11 notice that 
the top of the screen changes 
to display a number of words. 
These words indicate that one 
or more options relating to that 
heading can be found there. 
Still holding the button down, 
move the pointer until it's on 
top of one of the words. The 
word should become high- 
lighted (change colour), and a 
fist of words should appear 
below it. These are the options 
that f mentioned. Without 
releasing the button, slide the 
pointer down the list of options. 
As the pointer moves over 
them, some may become high- 
lighted themselves, or still 
further options may appear to 
their side. Many of the options 
will appear to be written in 
faded letters, and cannot be 
selected. This is called 
Ghosting" and the computer 
does it to indicate that those 
options are not currently avail- 
able. 

If you wish to select an 
option, sirnpjy move the 
pointer onto it so that it 
becomes highlighted, then 
release the right-mouse-btit- 
ton. 

We're going to take a closer 
look at the different 
Workbench options now, but 
because there are so many dff- 
ferences between 2.0 and 
1 .3./2 Amigas, we'll examine 
each one in turn starting with 
the 1.3. 

1 *3 MENUS 

The 1 .3 Workbench contains 
three menu headings! 
Workbench. Disk and Special. 

The Workbench menu con- 
tains all of the options 
pertaining to individual files. 
Here's how they work: 

Open: If you you select an 
icon (by clicking on it once)

Close: Once a window has 
been opened, it can be $hut by 
selectiiig its icon then selecting 
close, 

Dupficate: Affows you to 
make a copy of a program or 
drawer. Select the icon of the 
item to be duplicated and 
select Duplicate from the 
menu. A file will be created 
called Copy of... whatever'. 
Note, if you want to make a 
duplicate of a program on a 
disk, as opposed to one in 
memory, thie disk must be 
write-enabJed. 

Rename: Sefect a file or 
draw9r theii choose rename to 
change its title. 

Info: As described earlier, 
each loon has specific charac- 
teristics which can be shown 
by first selecting the icon then 
Info, Info also gives details 
about the protection status of a 
selected icon, and allows you 
to make programs non-detete- 
able for mstance. 

Dtscard: This option piD- 
vides you with a quick way to 
permanently erase unwanted 
files etc. SeJect the itein to be 
destroyed then choose the 
Discard option from the menu 
to kiff it. 

There are two options in the 
Disk menu: Empty Trash and 
Initialize. 

Empty TrasJi: If you wish to 
dejete a fot of files, it may be 
quite time consumiog to use 
the Discard option for each 
one. If you double-click on the 
Trashcan icon, a window wi-ll 
open which represents the 
inside of the 'can'. By clicking 
on an icon and holding the but- 
ton down, you can drag 
unwanted files into this win- 
dow, then when you're ready 
to delete them all select the 
Trashcan icon and choose 
Empty Trash to erase every- 
thing in one swoop. 

Initialize: This is just 
another wond for format. When 
you buy a blank disk it is 'raw' 
and unready for use on the 
Amiga. Before it can be used it 
mijst be converted into a spe- 
cial format which the Amiga 
can understand. By inseiling 
the new disk, then selecting its 
icon and initial lizing it, the disk 
is transformed into something 
that the Amiga can read and 
write to, 

The Special menu contains 
mfsceilaneous commands 



which, among other things, 
help you to keep the appear- 
ance of your Workbench 
screen tidy. 

Clean Up: When a window 
is first opened, selecting Clean 
Up wfll cause all of its poons to 
be arranged neatly within it, 
thus saving you the chore of 
having to do the job by hand. 

Snapshot: Once the icons 
in a window are arranged as 
you want them, selecting 
Snapshot with the window 
selected, tells the Amiga to 
save that layout. Whenever the 
window is opened in future, the 
icons will' be presented exactly 
as you snapped' them r 

Last Error: Occasionally 
the Amiga generates error 
messages telling you that 
something is wrong. It you 
didnl notice a message that 
was flashed up on the screen, 
selecting Last Error wili re-dis- 
play it 

Redraw: If a window has 
been corrupted for some rea- 
son. Redraw attempts to 
restore it to its former condi- 
tion. 

Version: Selecting this 

optron displays the version 
numbers of both your Kickstart 
and Workbench. 

3.0 MENUS 

Workbench 2.0 features many 
enhancements over previous 
versions, and its four menus 
are the first to reflect these 
improvements. 

Backdrop: Unlike its prede- 
cessors. Workbench 2.0 opens 
a window to dfsplay all icons, 
including device icons. By 
selecting Backdrop, the win- 
dow can be switched off so 
thai these icons appear on a 
standard backdrop. 

Execyle Command: This 
open up a small requester into 
which you can type CLI com- 
mands. This saves you time 
because previously you would 
have had to open a Sheli or 
CLI winidowtodothis. 

Redraw All: Similar to the 
1 .3 Redraw command, Redraw 
Alf simply attempts to refresh 
any corrupted areas of the 
screen. 

Update All: Sometimes 
information in one window is 
not displayed because another 
window has taken precedence. 
Selecting Update All causes all 
windows to be redrawn, and all 
information in them to be 
updated. 

Last Message: Whereas 
the Last Error option of 
Workbench 1 .3 o nly displayed «, 
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the previous Error Message, 
Last Message will re-display 
any message which you may 
haveiust missod. 

About: This i$ exactly the 
same as the 1 .3 Info cornrnand 
as it provides you with irtorma- 
tion about the Kickstart and 
Workbench Versions that are 
currently in use. 

Qy It: This much needed 
option allows the user to shut 
down the Worl^bench, freeing 
any memory that it may have 
been using. This option should 
be used'i with care, because 
unless a Shell window is left 
open, you can't return to 
Worklbench once you've 
selected this. 

Unsurprisingly, the Window 
menu contains options relating 
to windows and items within 
them. 

New Drawer: This creates 
an empty directory pn the cur- 
rent window. 

Open Parent: When t 
talked earlier about directories 
and sub-directories. I men- 
tioned that a siib-directory is 
considered to be the child of its 
host directory. Because you 
can close a rnain directory win- 
dow whilst its child is still open. 
Open Parent will re-open it. 

Close: This shuts down the 
active window and performs 
the same function as clicking 
on a window's Close gadget. 

Update: When the contents 
of a window have been altered 
as a result of a CLI, Shell or 
other operation, the updated 
contents would not usually be 
displayed until that window is 
closed and re -opened. Update 
simply performs this function 
for you. 

Select Contents: 
Occasionally you may wish to 
select all of the icons within a 
window. Although you can 
achieve this vria a number of 
extended selection methocte. 
the easiest way is simply to 
choose the Select Contents 
option. 

Clean Up: Again, this 
option performs the same 
basic function as its 1 .3 coun- 
terpan, but it's been made 
more flexible in the way that it 
worlds. Whereas under t.3 
Workbench the Clean Up 
option only worked as soon as 
a window had been opened, it 
can now be used any time to 
tidy up the icons within the 
active window. 

Show: Because files don't 
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necessarily have to have an 
icon, there may be a number 
of tidden" files within any 
directory. Select show and all 
false icons will be temporarily 
created for files which don't 
ha-i/e one. 

View By: Although the 
Workbench defaults to show 
all files by icon, you may pfefer 
to see them displayed in 
words. The View By option has 
four sub-choices: (con^ Name, 
Date and Size. If you choose 
one of the latter three, afl files 
will be displayed as text, but 
soled according to the choice 
you made. For instance 'View 
By Date' will generate a 
chronological list of files, with 
the oldest at the top, and the 
most recently created at the 
bottom. 

The third menu, calted 
Icons, is roughly equivalent to 
the Workbench menu of 1 .3 
systems in that it contains 
opiions for manipulatin g indi- 
vidual icons and files. 

Open: Copy: Rename: 
Inform at! 00: These four 
options wonk in the same way 
as their 1 .3 counterparts ^ so 
read the Workbench menu 
section for more details. 

Sfiapsfiot: This saves the 
position of the selected icon or 
icons to disk so that whenever 
its window is opened, it's in the 
same position. 

Un snaps hot: This aiSows 
you to over-nde the position of 
an icon. It the icon is not snap- 
shotted again, the Workbench 
will position it where it wants 
when the window is opened in 
future. 

Leave Oyt: Using the 
Leave Out option, an icon can 
be moved outside its parent 
window and placed in the 
Workbench window. Although 
Its associated files will remain 
where they were, the icon will 
be permanently displayed on 
the Workbench window unless 
they are-.. 

Put* away: This restores an 
icon to its originai location after 
it's been moved using the 
Leave Out option. 

Delete: Allows you to erase 
files from the disk, memory 
etc. 

The Tools menu is unique 
in that it's the only one that you 
can add items to. For pro- 
grams which support this 
feature, it means that they can 
be loaded via this menu option 
without having to open a win- 
dow and double-click on their 
icon. 
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STARTING 




Controlling your Amiga can be won- 
derful - but before you can learn to 
progranrip you'll need to know how 
your computer starts up. . . 



R fibular r&aders will recaH ttiat v^e 
siiow&d you riow to write your 
□wn startup-sequences back in the 
June '91 issue of CU. Witfi so many 
new rsadfirs j Dining us, we thought 
lliat WB ought tq go right back to 
basics and explain how the 
Workbench startup-sequences wortt. 

A startup-sequeoc^ is a small 
program present on many disk&. 
which the Amiga look^ at to receive 
further instructions on how to con- 
figure the computer and load the 
contents of the disk. 

HEART OF 



The startup-S€(]uence can be found 
in the S: directory ot a disk and gen- 
eral ly only contains the minimum 
number ot commands required to 
run the programs on it. The 
Workbench startup-sequence is 
somethir^g of a showpiece because it 
contains many commands which are 
not iieeded tor oormal Workbench 
operations. This makes it an ideal 
plaoe to learn about the subtleties of 
startup-sequences. 

Let's t>egin by taking a look M the 
startup-sequence that comes with 
Workbench 1.3.2. The line numbers 
(V1B) are for refflrenDe only:

WHAT IT 
ALL MEANS 

Now ril explain what everything 
means m a bit more detail; 

1.Cs5etPatch>NIL! 

Because it's a disk-based machine. 
the Amiga r-equires a Disk Operating 
System (DOS) to allow users to con- 
trol the way that informatFon is 
transferred 1o and from the disks. 
Unfortunately Ihe DOS of both 1.2 
and 1 .3 Amigas had a number of 
minor errors in it. Because the DOS 
is permanently stored in Read Only 
Memory chips (ROMS) users cant 
easily replace them for corrected ver- 
sions. 

A solution has l)een created in the 
form of a systems patch. This patch 
essentially attaches itself to the 
Amiga ROMS and substitutes the 
faulty programs with correpted ver- 
sions. The Setpatch command is 
used to activate the systems patch so 
' that everythiitg works property. 

2. Addbuffors dIOt 10 

When you need to find out whaf s on 
a disk you call up a contente direc- 
tory This directory is loaded from 
the disk, and shows you all programs 
-at a specified level. The Addduffers 
command is used to create memory 
buffers so that when a directory is 
requested, that information can be 
stored temporarily. If the user then 
requests ttie same directpry a little 
white later, the Amiga doesnl have to 
waste time neading that information 
from the dis*< because ft's already 
storied in memoiy. 

Each buffer is 5t2 bytes (half a 
1(ilobyte (K)) long. Althaugh the 
Workbench startup-sequence sets up 
ten buffers, if you have the memory, 
20-25 buffers will make your Amiga 
far more efljclent. 

You should note that each disk

3. edsc 

Although yo J can storE a lot of infor- 
mation on a disk, that information 
doesn't all have to be stored in itie 
same place- To nnike retrieval of 
information easier, files which are 
related can be grouped and placed 
into 'drawers' called directories. 

Imagine that you're storing letters 
Dn a disk; you may have 200 letters 
covering business and personal cor- 
re^pondance. The business letters 
may also be sub-divided into private 
and job-related business. 

If your letters are alf stored in ttie 
same piace, artd you wanted to 
retrieve a specific one, you'd have to 
wade through dozens of unreteted 
titl&s b&foreyou eveotually found 
yDur choice. 

By seperaiing the letters eo that 
business and personal letters are 
stored in seperate drawers, you may 
haKiB the amount of searching 
required to find your file. DirectariEs 
can even be nested within each other 
(like those Russi^an dolls). When one 
directory Is placed within another it's 
called a sub-directory. 

If you want to load a particular 
file, you must te<! the computer which 
direclofiesil'sin. 

When th^ startup-scQuence is 
run, the computer must load each 
Mmmand from disk before it knows 
what to do. Most of the commands 
are stored in a directory called C: so 
rather than spEcHy thjs directory 
eachf time a command is calted, thp 
CD command (short tor Current 
Directory), tells M computer to look 
<n the C directory foraH future com- 
mands.

The echo command simply tells the 
Amiga to dupiioate everything within 
Ihfi quotation marks on lh& screen. Jn 
this case it Sim ply prints the 
Workbench ver^ioo numt>er on the 
screen whilst the rest of the disk 
loads. 



5- SyssSystem/ 
FastMemFirst 

The Amiga's memory is split into two 
marn parts: fast Ram and chip Ram. 
Unfortunately, the custom chips [the 
btitter etc) cannot operate directly 

upon data stored in fast ram. 
However, when programs are run- 
ning, they sometimes requ&st 
memory ol an ynspecified type for 
certain operations. FastMem First 
ensures that on these occasions, fast 
Ram is allocated, thus saving vaiu- 
al>le chip ram for custom chip 
operations. 

6. BindDrivei^ 

When additional items of hardware 
{hard drives, etc} are used, additional 
driver^ are sometimes required so 
that the computer can communicate 
with them properly. These drivers 
(which are stored in the Expansions 
directory of a disk), need to be acti- 
vated and 'linked' to the Amiga's 
system. This is what the BindDrivers 
command does. 

7, S«tClock load 

The Amiga use^ an internal system 
dock to k&Ep track of the time and 
date. This clock resets itself every 

time the computer is turn Ed off. 

Some memory expansbns are fit- 
ted with a batt&ry 'hacked ciock 
which does not reset when the com- 
putEr's power is turned off. 

Although this clock is seper^te 
from the Amiga's system clock, the 
system clock can l>e made to syn- 
chronise itself with the 
battery-baclked ooe using the 
SEtdock command. 

6. FF >NIL: ^ 

The Amiga's defauH: speed for on- 
screen text printing is relativeiy slow. 
An Amiga programmer calied Charlie 
Heath wrote a short program called 
Fast Fonts which speeded it up by 
about 20%, aod as a result 
Commodore included it with all Iheir 
1 .3 Amigas. This command simply 
activates the program. 
9. resident CLI LrShall- 
Seg SYSTEM pur« add 
The Commajid Line Interface (CLI) is 
an interpreter which aliov^ user^ to 
issue typed commands to tlie Amiga. 
Shell is a more sophisticated vErsion 
of CLL This command loads tfie CLI 
into memory and transforms it into 
Shell by linki{>g the upgraded Si>all~ 
sag. 



10. resident os execute 
pure 

This command simply loads the exe- 
cute command and makss it memory 
resident.

Because the Amiga is capabie of 
multi-tasking (doing two things at 
once), it would attempt to riun 
Siartupll (in line 13) and the remain- 
der of the main startup-sequence at 
once. 

Wtillstttiis is fine in theory, fn 
practice it often results in two pro- 
grams trying to read from the 
Workbrench disk simultaneously. 
thus causing the horrible grinding 
noise that many people are familiar 
with. 

This line tells the Amiga to sus- 
pend execution of the remaining 
startup-sequence commands until 
Startupll has be&n completed. 
Unfortunately it doesn't work very 
well, and the disk drive still makes a 
noise!

Set Map gb 

When you prEss a key, the computer 
doesn't think to itself 'Ah, he's just 
pressed the letter A', or 'she's just 
typed hetio'. Each keypress generates 
a number which is "^mapped' against 
an internal list which tells the Amiga 
what you meant when you struck a 
particular key. 

BEing an American-made com- 
puter, the Amiga defaults to use an 
American translation fist. This is tine 
in most cases, but certain symbols 
such as #' and T are in different 
positions on a British keyboard. 



The SetMap command allows tlie 
user to specify which language he 

wants the keyboard configured to.

If you recall what I said about direc- 
tories and path names when I was 
describing the CD: c command in line 
3, you may ai ready have an idea what 
purpose this line servas.

17. LeadWB delay 

LoadWB simply ioads Clie Wortthench 
so that you can use the icon -based 
loading system. The daiay command 
tells I he computer to wait for a few 
moments before doing so. This is yet 
another atte^npt to reduce disk grind- 
ing as the computer would otherwise 
be performing two disk operations at 
once (finishing loading the LoadWS 
command, and loading the 
Workbench itselfj, 

IS. endcii >IIILs 

This command merely tells the CLI 
that ifs no longer needed, and that it 
should close itself down and go 
away. Until this command is issued, 
the Workbench screen is not visible 
hecauSE it's behind the CLI window. 



IN CONCLUSION 

You've probably noticed that a num- 
ber ol commands are suffixed by the 
characters >NIL:. Just so that you 
won't be iefl wondering what that 
means, many commands print mes- 
sages wtiich tails ^om more at)out 
them, or confirm that they are being 
successfully executed. As this test 
output is not reafly reifuired, it is sent 
to a special location calied NIL;. 

Weir, that's all there is tottie main 
Workbench 1.3.2 slartup-sequence. 
WorkJjench 2,0 features a number of 
differences which we'll discuss in 
detail on another occasion. 

Vou might as well think of NIL: as 
a Umbo where unwanted rubbish is 
dumped, because that^sthe purpose 
it serves in the startup-sequence. 

For users who know how to use 
ttie CLI, you can prove this by typing 
LIstdfO:. This will give you a normal 
listing of the flies on the disk in the 
internal drive. Now type List dfO: 
>NIL:

Mastertronici In 
addition, the 
Amiga was also

The thing is. no matter how you like your 
gameSp the Amiga can more than cater 
for it- it even mixes in dozens of game- 
styles if you so wish. And although 
twenty-six odd quid may seem a little 
excessive for the latest release, then the 
major companies like U.S. Gold, Ocean 
and DomarK have all produced spin-off 
budget labels where their past hits can 
be found for under a tenner. Within this 
thriving budget market there are dozens 
of real gems to be found- Take the 
aforementioned Batman licence ^ for 
instance: this pioneered decent licenced 



product with its top-notch mix of driving 
and platform sequences, and tor a mea- 
gre £7.99 represents an absolute steal. 
In addition, if you re a tan of older coin- 
ops ^ such as Bionic Commando, Outrun, 
or Bubble Babble, these too can be 
found at a budget price. 

This isn't to say that the budget arena 
is predominantly made up of re- 
releases, though. Codemasters, 
veterans of the cut-price game, have 
madei a bundle from their Otzzj/ series, 
which are platform -based arcade/adven- 
tures starring a little egg-like character, 
and Ocean have just tentatively 




released their first original budget game^ 
with U.S. Gold about to do the same. In 
addition, if you have upgraded from an 
8 -bit machine, then there are also sto- 
ries circulating that several companies 
are at present updating their back cata- 
logue games for the Amiga, so you 
needn't miss the likes of BBach Head, 
Con^bat School o^ G/y?or after all. And, 
bearing in mind that the Amiga has 
almost identical specifications to these 
aging coin-ops, there's no reason why 
these conversions shouldn't be identical 
when they arrive.

Furthermore, if your pocket can't stretch 
to budget games either, the Amiga has 
one of the busiest Public Domain 
scenes of any macfjine. As well as the 
may impressive demos and utilities Ihe 
scene affonjs, the odd gem of a game 
can be found, too.

Buy, Buy 

So where can these many games be 
found, then? Well, that's the beauty of it 
Everywhere! All the major chains. 
including Boots, WH Smiths and 
Woo lies stock Amiga games, and the 
small computer shops are still alive and 
kicking. In addition, com;panies like 
Virgin are confident enough in the future 
of the computer boom to introduce a 
chain of shops dedicated to computer 
games, and both London and

However, you may find 
that some of the smaller run specialist 
clubs offer a better service than some of 
the larger shops as welJ as providing 
some hefty discounts on full-price 
games. 

Another alternative is ordering from 
the mail order ads you may see in this 
and other magazines. These offer full- 
price games at drastically-reduced 
prices, and it is possible to save up to 
eight quid on a new release. Howeverp 
there are a few fly-by-night companies 
out there, so always try to find out a little 
on the companies before sending off 
any cheques. There is the MOPS (Mail 
Order Protection Scheme), though, 
which is there to keep an eye on any 
rogue companies and will prevent mags 
from taking ads from unreputable com^
